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REMARKS 

Claims 6, 7, 14 and 15 have been cancelled without prejudice by the above amendment to 
the claims. Applicants reserve the right to further pursue these claims in a further application. 
Response to Office Communication 

Applicants have sought an interference with U.S. Patent No. 6,543,057, and have copied 
claims from that patent into the above-captioned application. In an Office Communication 
mailed November 18, 2004, the Examiner noted that the Applicants had not specifically applied 
each limitation or element of each of the copied claims to the disclosure of the application.
